tached to the 787th Military Police Bat- 
talion in Paris. Often have we sat, sip- 
ping an aperitif at some sidewalk cafe 
similar to the one pictured next to your 
editorial page. Naturally, reminiscing 
over my days in Paris (the happiest of 
my life) brought forth a flood of memo- 
ries, however hard I tried to repress 
them. 

For example, I remember a day in 
the Spring of 1946—a typical Parisian 
Spring day. That was the day I de- 
cided, not too wisely I'm afraid, that I 
should return to the States. Burton and 
I had discussed the matter for some 
time since we both were eligible for 
discharge from the service. I wanted 
to continue my education and so did 
Burton. He argued that we could re- 
main in Paris, go to the Sorbonne, and 
have our cake and eat it too. How- 
ever, my knowledge of French was not 
proficient enough for me to derive full 
benefit from a French language pursuit 
of mathematics, my chosen field. The 
freedoms, the happiness, the “belong- 
ing” we had found in Paris was unlike 
anything either of us had ever experi- 
enced before, and it was evident that 
such experiences were common only to 
the greatest city in the world. 


At any rate, I returned to the States, |

But President Roosevelt did not complete his work. Had he

Frequently I would ask him with some impatience why this 
couldn't be done at once or that done immediately. He would 
| think and then say very carefully and pi atiently, “Mrs. 
| Bethune, if we do that now, we'll hurt our program over there. 
| We must do this thing stride by stride,

A Premium On Mediocrity 


¥ SOME CASES benevolence has dictated discriminatory methods 
of choosing personnel as well as putting a premium on mediocrity 
For years such ranking institutions as Fisk and Hampton have had to 
choose then pre sidents on the basis of race rather than competence 
Fisk finally broke the lily-white precedent when it installed its most 
obvious choice, scholarly and skilled Charles $ Johnson, who stands 
far and above some of the white incompetents who previously admin- 
istered the university. But Hampton still clings to the “white-only” 
policy of choosing its presidents although there are a half dozen avail- 
able Negro educators far better qualified to head the institute than 


most of its executives of recent vears 


\lumni of the Meharry Medical College have long been embarrassed 


by the virtually-open racial prejudice of its president Dr. M. Don 


Clawson. He topped his penchant for biased remarks as well as actions 
by his recent insistence that Negro applicants for medical education 
would “fail to make the grade” if thrown into competition with white 
students. Meharry has never had a Negro president 

Fisk, Hampton and Meharry have all operated for years with the 
dispensation of white trustees whose purses have been contributed 
along with their opinions on racial matters.

ine recognition for his accomplishments. 

Today's Negro income tops the ten billion dollar mark and ther 
are at least a dozen colored Americans who rate as millionaires. Th, 
Negro of today has attained a racial pride, dignity and militance that 
places him among the most-aware, most-alert fighters for democrag 
in all the world. 

Certainly it ill becomes him to be satisfied with handouts when h 
has the wherewithal to be unbound and independent. 


Sitting On Their Riches 


ROOF that the Negro can begin to finance his own public servic 

institutions with aid from well-to-do whites can be seen in the con- 
tinuing success of the United Negro College Fund which last year 
raised more than one million dollars for its 32 college-members. In 
New York the interracial Sydenham Hospital has been successfully 
meeting its budget through fund campaigns that have netted over 
$500,000. The annual NAACP drives have depended in the main or 
the man in the street and have kept that fighting organization in the 
black. The common folk have shown an amazing financial strength 
When passing the plate. 

\ll of these important financial drives have been interracial sine 
good causes know no color line. The number of liberal-minded whit 
Americans, who can be depended upon to support both morally and 
financially the efforts of Negroes to achieve justice and equality in 
\merica, is growing each year. They can be found in all brackets and 
their good will as well as their money should be warmly w« lcomed 

. . but only up to the point where they try to intrude and attempt to 
dominate policy in an undemocratic manner. 

Unfortunately as yet there are still too many monied Negroes who 
have profited royally from fellow colored folk in varied enterprises 
such as undertaking, policy, medicine, kitchenettes and the li and 
who still zealously sit on their fortunes instead of plowing it back into 
the welfare of their people. These gentlemen have yet to lea that 
they can continue to rise only as their people go upward. Self-in terest 
would dictate their continuing contributions to worthy racial causes 
but many seem too near-sighted and greedy to see this. 

They have yet to learn that when any Negro goes begging, he ‘s not 
only degrading himself but his whole race. The sooner Negro | eti- 
cans can stand financially on their own feet taking care of thei: own, 
the sooner will the day of true equaXty for all Negroes—rich well 
as poor bea reality.
